is the great im portance 
which 
the 
French woman attaches to her proper 
rest. 
Except in a few places which 
are run mostly for American tourists, 
there is a very little of the late night 
life which a great many of our own 
country women indulge in. 
As a rule, the 
Frenchwoman goes 
to the theatre, occasionally to a res­ 
taurant afterwards, and home and to 
bed at a comparatively early hour. 
The fashionable Frenchwoman is able 
to stay in bed and to have her break­ 
fast served to her there. 
This “petit, 
dejeuner’’ as they call it, consists of 
nothing but most delicious 
buttered 
rolls and 
chocolate.'o r perhaps cof­ 
fee. 
The real breakfast 
does 
not 
come until about 12 o’clock. 
It is not so much 
the length 
of 
time between meals, which the French 
count on to keep them beautiful, as 
it is the 
amount of rest they 
take. 
If they 
can lie in bed 
late 
in 
the 
morning, so much the better. 
If they 
cannot, they usually m anage to slip 
in a little half-hour nap 
during the 
latter part of the 
afternoon. 
The 
English have that sacred 
hqpr 
-be­ 
tween 4 and 5 o’clock when they re ­ 
lax at tea, and then go back to their 
work, rested and refreshed. 
But few people in Paris have after­ 
noon tea. It is a function at the Ritz, 
but that is because the Ritz 
is 
the 
great meeting place for 
fashionable 
foreigners. 
But the French women 
I have met., tell me that even 
when 
they work hardest they 
manage 
to 
get some little time between luncheon 
end dinner for relaxation. 
As a m atter of fact, I think that the 
effervescent tem pearam ent 
is 
such 
th a t the women can relax even when 
they are working hardest. 
They do 
not worry uselessly, they can stop in 
the middle of the hardest work for a 
little laughter and talk, 
which is in 
itself relaxation.

ama Canal the United States holds the 
key to the success or failure of a 
large proportion of world commerce. 
President-elect 
Harding 
and 
his 
party on their recent visit here saw 
the fortifications of the Panama Canal 
and 
they 
heard 
suggestions 
that 
greater fortifications are 
necessary. 
They were noncom rn it a1, hut it was j 
generally evident th at some of the > 
members of the party were impressed i 
by the need of more fortifications. 
“This great work that cost billions 
is surely worth protection,” Senator i 
Frelinghuysen of New Jersey, a mem- • 
her of the Senate Military Affairs I 
ComifRttee, said after he had viewed ! 
the fortifications. 
The Panama Canal is not invulner j 
able now; th at is certain, despite the j 
great guns which poke out of the hills 
of Panama. 
From attack by sea on the Pacific 
side the Canal seems to he fairly I 
well protected. Fortifications are not j 
quite as well developed on the At- i 
lantic side. 
From the air the canal is extremely 
vulnerable. One 
well-placed 
bomb 
at Gatun locks might ruin the work 
of many years. 
Yet at Gatun there 
are but 
a 
few 
anti aircraft 
guns 
pointing their muzzles to the skies. 
Gatun is well located for an air a t­ 
tack. 
It is within easy striking dis­ 
tance fo r airplanes launched from 
ships or even flown from fields in ad­ 
jacent. Central 
American 
countries. 
There is a naval air station and an 
army station within a few- miles of 
Gatun, but the forces at these stations 
are not large 
and 
it 
is 
doubtful 
whether they could withstand 
any 
well-organized offense. 
At present the naval forces in the 
Canal Zone comprise a submarine flo­ 
tilla. Destroyers are promised and it 
is argued that either the Atlantic or 
Pacific fleet are within easy calling
